To Farms’ Incomes 


Old Doasy produced 02 million 

dollars worth of milk in Kentucky 
the past year. So says a state¬ 
ment from the University of 
Kentucky, issued in connection 
with June as Dairy Month. There 
were 628,000 cows in the state in 
1954. 

Dairy cow numbers in Kent¬ 
ucky have made a steady and 
consistent growth in the past 
three decades.

Bermuda grass is a long-lived 
perennial with a spreading habit 
of growth. It propagates by creep¬ 
ing stems, which root at each 
node that touches the ground, 
and by underground rootstocks 
which send up new shoots from 
the nodes. No viable seed is pro¬ 
duced in Kentucky The creeping 
stems branch freely and soon 
form a dense ground covering 
mat. These stems may reach a 
length of 3 or 4 feet in a season 
At the same time. Bermuda grass 
spreads by sending out thick white 
rootstocks which form a dense 
underground mat. These root¬ 
stocks live from year to year and 
serve the plant as food storage 
organs. New shoots may arise 
from each node or joint of the 
underground rootstock. 

In the South. Bermuda grass 
is considered an excellent per¬ 
manent pasture plant, but its 
growth habits make it a week in 
cultivated fields. Once established 
it is very - difficult to eradicate. 
Soil sterilizing chemicals may be 
used to get rid of it in small areas 
or patches, but owing to the ex¬ 
pense of chemical treatments cul¬ 
tural practices are considered 
practical for controlling the grass 
on large areas or in solidly in¬ 
fested fields. 

Use of chemicals—either of sev¬ 
eral chemicals may be used to 
kill Bermuda grass, but TCA 
(sodium trichloroactetate) is one

The dens are to be located and 
permission granted by the owner 
of the farm before the foxes can 
he eassed The dens will be 
checked closely by the ga ne 
warden for bones, feathers an i 
other signs of foxes before gas¬ 
sing.

Treatments can be made 
at any time of year, but usually 
they are more effective at a sea¬ 
son when moderate rains are lik¬ 
ely to ocur shortly after treatment 
because water is required to move 
the chemical down to the root 
zone.

TCA 
used at the rate suggested kill" 
all vegetation and sterilizes the 
soil for 90 days or longer so that 
no crop? can be grown on the 
treated area. Trees, shrubs, and 
other plants growing close by 
maybe injured or killed if then 
loots extend in areas treated with 
TCA.

RETREATMENT Usually some 
rootstocks oi stems will survive 
chemical treatment and start r.ew 
growth.

CULTURAL CONTROL—F o r
